4. The Board will advise Government in the formulation 
of the overall development programmes in the handlooms 
and handicrafts sectors keeping their socio-economic, cultural 
and artistic perspectives in view. In particular, the Board 
will advise the Government regarding achievement of the 
following objectives:— 

(1) to meet the clothing needs of the country progressively 
from the handloom sector; 

(ii) to make handlooms and handicrafts effective instrument 
of reducing unemployment and underemployment and 
achieving higher standards of living for weavers rnd 
craftsmen; 

(ill) to preserve and further promote the craft heritage of 
our handlooms and handicrafts: 

(iv) to devise strategies for expanding markets for handlooms 
and handicrafts within the country and abroad; 

(v) to take steps for effective coordination of the develop- 
mental efforts of the various State Goverriments/Unfon 
Territories in these sectors; and 

(vi) to review the progress of development from time to 
timo. 

5. The Development Commissioner for Handlooms and 
the Development Commissioner for Handicrafts will function 
as Member-Secretaries of the Board. 

6. The Board may, with the prior approval of Government 
appoint Committees or Sub-Co mm ittees/Panels of experts as 
may be necessary,
